Passage tor School Aid Bill 


SPRINGFIELD OF—Gov. William 
G. Stratton’s school aid program , 
including 225 million dollars for 
school aid and a 10-million dollar 
state revolving fund from which 
poorer school districts could hor 
row for classroom 
construction, 
went to the House floor today with 
recom m endations for passage. 
The 225 million dollars for state 
echool aid is aimed at maintaining 
the present school aid formula of 
$200 per pupil per year Democrats 
and the Republican chairm an of 
the School Problems Commission 
have charged the 225-million-dollar 
figure will fall short of meeting 
school needs. 
The revolving fund bill is also 
part of Stratton's school program 
The House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee Tuesday recommended pas 
sage of the bill after amending it 
to reduce the amount of the appro­ 
priation from 12 million dollars to 
IO million. 


Double Junior College Aid 
The School Problems Commis­ 
sion had recommended the 12-mil­ 
lion-dollar figure, but Stratton al­ 
lotted only IO million for the fund 
in his budget. 
School districts would be able to 
borrow from the fund for construc­ 
tion of new grade schools. 
The 
school districts would repay the 
state in the form of rentals for the 
new buildings. 
When the money 
from the revolving fund was repaid 
the new buildings would become 
the property of the school districts 
The committee, however, ignor­ 
ed Stratton’* budget in approving 
a hill to double state aid to junior 
colleges, from $100 per pupil per 
year to $200 
Teacher Hiring Bill 


The $200 figure was another rec­ 
om m endation of the School Prob­ 
lem s Commission, but Stratton in 
his budget provided only for main
